BIOGRAPHY 

= The son of Slovakian immigrants born in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, оп 6 August 1928, Andy Warhol pioneered а combination of 
avant-garde and highly commercial sensibilities that made him a founder and leading figure of Pop Art. Starting in the early 
1960s, his work explored the relationship between advertising, fame and artistic expression through media including painting, 
silkscreen, sculpture, film and photography. By the time of his death on 22 February 1987, he was one of the best-known artists 
the world had ever seen. 


- After graduating in Pictorial Design from the Carnegie Institute of Technology in 1949, Warhol moved to New York, where һе 
became one of the most successful and imitated commercial illustrators of the 1950s, with clients such as Harper’s Bazaar and 
Tiffany & Co. Turning to paint, he revolutionized the form conceptually and technically, producing works about mass-produced 
goods and celebrities - such as his now iconic 1962 Campbell Soup Cans and Marilyn Diptych series - that used silk-screening, а 
process that removed evidence of the artist's hand while allowing the repetition of an image with variations. Warhol also 
created hundreds of sculptures replicating supermarket products (Brillo Boxes, Kellogg’s Boxes, Coca-Cola in 1964) as well as 
experimental films about boredom, time, and repetition (Empire in 1963; The Chelsea Girls in 1966). His book The Philosophy of 
Andy Warhol ‘From A to B & Back Again’ (see lot 5 in this sale) has high resale value beyond its notoriety and is among his 
many other endeavours.

NOTE 

- Famed for his ability to juxtapose imagery with location, in 2005 Banksy's selected an improbably run down building in 
London's affluent Mayfair for one of his "Paparazzi Rats'. The building he selected was located in Trebeck Street and was 
something of a visual anomaly at the time, having fallen into disrepair after the closure in 1998 of the Dickensian style 
restaurant Tiddy Dol's Eating House, which had resided there for many years - and which had been named after Tiddy Dol, an 
18th century gingerbread vendor and eccentric. Trebeck St is a narrow, high sided street that runs from quintessentially 
salubrious Mayfair, down to rather more louche Shepherd Market; two areas sitting cheek by jowl and yet that are culturally 
worlds apart. By 2005, the contrast between number 6 Trebeck Street and the rest of the area was very stark. Shepherd Market 
was slowly being purged of all its brothels and plans were afoot to renovate the long dilapidated building into a private 
members' club. As construction began, a salvage plan was quickly enacted and the piece was saved prior to the building's 
renovation. It has been in the same collection since 2007.

DESCRIPTION 

- A long standing devotee both of the humble rat and of the rat depicted as a member of the paparazzi, Banksy has created 
many versions of the ‘Paparazzi Rat’. His most notable and striking - if short lived - example was sprayed onto the side of the 
Ritz Hotel in London іп 2005. Standing 8 foot tall and brandishing a camera with a small adjustable lens, the rat is depicted with 
his right eye shut. Other versions, see the rat grappling with more sizeable cameras and large flashes, with both eyes open and 
some works feature an exclamation mark over the camera. They have varied in scale and location and the rats have faced in 
both directions. 


FOOD NOTE 

- Banksy's relationship with the media and with the concept of 'celebrity' has always been a complex one. On one hand, he is 
without a doubt once of the best known artists of the modern age; on the other he remains anonymous, an art world outsider 
who refuses to play the game. For him, there are no fawning ‘the artist at home" interviews or champagne swigging photos on 
the society pages. It is fair to assume that Banksy has no interest in being famous, despite the fact that he has managed to 
become just that. 


- Works like Paparazzi Rat explore this odd dynamic. The media is essential to Banksy's work, allowing the issues that concern 
him to be disseminated widely. His images on the Israeli West Bank Wall and his 'Guantanamo Bay' prisoner installation at 
Disney reached a global audience almost as soon as they are completed. The media, however, is a double edged sword, and our 
current obsession with celebrity culture is surely an anathema to Banksy. In 2006 he doctored 500 Paris Hilton CDs and released. 
them back into record shops. Tracks re-titled "Why I am Famous? " and "What Am I For?" questioned the nature of celebrity 
for celebrity's sake.

This almost forgotten Dutch artist differed 
greatly in style, subjects and views from the painters who joined this famous art movement at the time, the so-called ‘De Stijl 
But there is a link between Hordijk and ‘De Stijl’. In 1927, when Hordijk was in Paris, he lived together with the famous artist Piet 
Mondriaan (who was one of the founders of ‘De Stijl’, in the studio complex on the Rue du Départ in Paris. In that year he made 
а portrait of Piet Mondrian. The two painters became close and lifelong friendship. Despite years of friendship with Piet 
Mondriaan, abstract stylistic features have never taken hold of Gerard Hordijk's painting.

He was once a 
famous Amsterdam sculptor, but now almost forgotten. Lassen was best known for his horror sculptures. But he also 
incorporated the themes of life, death and humor into his creations. His gallery, located in Amsterdam on the Overtoom and 
later on the Grimburgwal, also served as a studio and had an almost magical appeal to the horror fanatic. Anyone who entered 
his gallery discovered a magical fairytale world full of fantastic fable sculptures. Most people think horror is dirty, weird, or ugly, 
but none of these qualifications apply to André Lassen's work. In many of André's sculptures, death plays a prominent role and 
life and death go hand in hand in his creations. 


André Lassen was a collector and connoisseur of horror. In his 
later years he became close friends with Hansruedi Giger 
(1940 - 2014) and many of his sculptures are represented in 
the HR Giger Museum in Gruyéres, Switzerland. HR Giger 
made creations for the movie ‘Alien’ and even won an Oscar 
for it. André Lassen was also once asked to make creations for 
the movie ‘Lord of the Rings’, but refused. He did not believe 
in the commercial success of this movie, Lassen stayed in his 
small studio in the city of Amsterdam all his life.

In the 
twentieth century, the painting had a great influence on Francis Bacon and during ten years, between 1950 and 1960. Не 
created more than forty-five different variants of Innocent X, which later became known as Screaming Popes. One of the first 
variants of the pope by Francis Bacon called ‘Study after Velázquez 's Portrait of Pope Innocent Х” became a main inspiration 
for a Georgian contemporary artist Gela Mikava. 


- Mikava, while seeking to explore the notion of evil and its manifestations in contemporary society, created this work, where the 
pope is replaced with the unmistakable face of Vladimir Putin- often associated with notions of power, manipulation, and 
malevolence. If Bacon's painting challenged the viewer to confront the darker aspects of religion and authority, Mikava's 
creation endeavours to do the same, but within the context of contemporary political power. The intention of the artist is to 
evoke emotions, challenge preconceptions, and ignite conversations that may lead to a great understanding that surrounds us.
